; From_this port we have advices to March 26th (three days 
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later). No further outward mails had been received. Tho 
following items are from the North China Herald :— 

Great commotion still prevails in the silk market, in conse- 
quence of the dispute pending between Messrs. Jardine, Mathe- 
son, and Co, and the Silk Guild, regarding the transaction with 
Che-quai. The Guild has tabooed Jardine, Matheson, and Co. 
and Chapman King, and a case has lately come before the 
Mixed Court, in which terrorism was brought to bear to pre- 
vent a member of the Guild from completing a silk contract 
entered into with the former. The French and English Consuls 
have both expressed to the Taotai the indignation generally felt 
at the recent action of the Silk Guild. The intimation that no 
further dealings would be entered into with foreigners, save on 
a cash basis, was sufficiently impertinent in the face of the vast 
advantage the Chinese are deriving from foreign credit ; but 
the subsequent edict of exclusion passed by the Silk Guild 
itself, against certain foreign Hongs, was a culminating piece of 
insolence which could not be allowed to pass unnoticed. Em- 
phatic and well merited rebukes have been addressed by M. de - 
Montmorand to the former, and by Mr. Winchester to the 
latter of these documents; which will, we trust, convince the 
Taotai and his proteges of the absurd course of action they are 
adopting. The old proverb anent the goose that laid the 
golden eggs, is here being more than exemplified. The owners 
of that invaluable bird slaughtered her in their efforts to 
secure larger stores of metal. The Chinese may possibly suc- 
ceed in stopping supplies without at all injuring the bird. 
H.I.M. Consul pertinently observes that the Chinese merchants 
have quite as much, if not more, need of credit than European 
merchants. If that credit were suddenly stopped, in the way the 
former assert their intention to stop credit sales of silk, many 
native merchants would, wo suspect, find themselves poor 
indeed. Taken at its actual value, the threat might well excite 
ridicule ; it is only its insolence that causes annoyance. © The | 
silkmen themselves admit privately that it was never intended . 
to enforce indiscriminately the rule so sweepingly enounced. It © 
is only in the case of suspected Hongs that they dream of 
holding out for cash. Merchants in whom they have confidence 
may buy.as before. The whole body of foreigners, therefore, 
are insulted in order to restrict dealings with a certain few. 
The clumsy folly of such a proceeding is only surpassed by the 
weakness of the Taotai in permitting himself to be made its 
exponent, and we trust the hint to this effect conveyed in the 
third paragraph of M. de Montmorand’s letter will not be lost. 

So far, however, the silkmen were at least within the bounds 
of legality. The abstract right of any man or body of men to 
ask ready money for goods is undoubted. Equally clear is the 
right of any man or body of men to refuse to sell goods to 
another if they don’t choose. But an attempt to coerce a third 
party into the same course of action is altogether another 
matter. Combinations and monopolies may be recognised 
among the natives themselves ; but even the silkmen could 
hardly imagine such a document as that produced before the ‘ 
Mixed Court would pass unquestioned. They could not be pre- 
vented from adopting a resolution to refrain from dealing with 
E-wo and Fuh-shing. But the open confession of punishment 
having beenfinflicted on the Ya-cheng firm, for taking a different 
view, invited the vigorous remonstrance by H.M. Consul which 
we publish elsewhere. In the meantime the action brought by 
the silkmen to recover the value of silk impounded by Jardine, 
Matheson and Co., as a set-off against Che-Quai’s debt, is ex- 
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citing great interest. The facts it will be remembered aro 
simply these :—-Che-Quai owed Jardine an enormous sum. He 
handed them a large quantity of silk for shipment. They 
retained the value as a set-off against his debt. The silkmen 
say he was only a broker and claim payment direct from 
Jardine’s. The plaintiff's case has already occupied three days, 
the Court being always crowded wiih Chinamen. 

The following notification has been issued by the Taotai 
with refereace to the late attempts at ooercion on the part of 
the Silk Guild :— 

“Whereas the undersigned is informed by the British Con- 
sul, Mr. Winchester, that silkmen, on account of some disputed 
claims on foreign firms, are coercing third parties to cease deal- 
ing with those firms, and the Consul requests that this coercion 
may be prohibited, and, considering that trade between 
Chinese ana foreigners ought to be completely free, no 
hindrance can be allowed that may interfere with the market. 
Therefore the undersigned directs the heads of this Guild to 
notify immediately to all merchants that they must conduct 
business fairly and justly, and that any recurrence of the 
obstruction will be dealt with severely and without favour.— 
Tremble ! A special Notification.” 

A proporition of something more than passing interest to 
those engaged in running steamers on the Chinese coast has 
been discussed in the columns of the Shanghai Recorder. The 
subject of its article is the advisability of taking steps to throw 
open a coal pit in the Gulf of Pei-chi-li—or, to correct its 
geography, the Gulf of Liao Tung—and it names Fuchau on the 
coast of the Shin-king province as the port in question. The 
idea of establishing a coal port somewhere in the North was first 
started at a meeting of the N.C. branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, and is likely to be amongst the most valuable of the 
Buggestions which so frequently originate at the meetings of 
that valuable body. More even than discussions about railways 
and telegraphs, the proposal meets a real and existing want, 
and is moreover comparatively easy of accomplishment. We 
differ, however, from our northern contemporary as to the means 
to be adopted to induce the Chinese Government to throw it 
open to foreign trade. The Recorder advocates the idea of 
endeavouring to induce the Chinese authorities to exchange the 
ports of Kiung-chow (in Hainan) or Nanking, of the permission 
to trade at which foreigners have not as yet availed themselves, 
against a port in the gulf or at the entrance of the Yellow River. 
The surrender of any privilege already acquired would seem to be 
highly injudicious, And considering how short a time has yet 
to elapse before the revision of the Treaty tariff—and very 
possibly of certain articles in the Treaty itself—will be under 
consideration, it would be far preferable to wait until a nego- 
tiation upon this subject could be included amongst those 
which will inevitably come under discussion when that time 
arrives. There are many inducements which could be held out 
to the Chinese Government to consent to a coal port being 
opened. Even a small royalty payable to the authorities would 
yield no inconsiderable revenue while the steamers in its own 
employ would affect a material saving in this item by the 
increased facilities which would be furnished for the transport 
and shipment of this necessary means of motive power. 

With regard to the locality of the new port, the first desi- 
deratum is doubtless to obtain good steam coal ata rate which 
would make its transport to the south profitable to the pur- 
chasers as well as to the producers and conveyers. That these 
conditions would be fulfilled at Fuchau is very possible, and it 
would therefore be the most advantageous port to select. It 
would, doubtless, be more politically advantageous to draw the 
coal from the neighbourhood of the capital, where it would 
soon be discovered that the present means of transit were in- 
sufficient to satisfy the demand, and where the Chinese coal 
dealers might be readily induced to back up any proposition for 
constructing a tramway for its conveyance. The distance of 
the mines, on the western side of the Gulf of Liao-tung, from 
the sea—between 150 and 200 miles—would, we fear, render 
any attempt to draw coal from thence a failure in the face of 
the smallest attempt to obtain it at Fuchau. The distance 
between that port and the entrance of the Peiho—some 280 
miles—would be easily traversed, aud the supply of coal for 
railway purpozes would not, moreover, be dependent on the 
good or ill feeling of the natives in the neighbourhood of the 
works. 

‘Lhe price at which coal could be furnished at Tientsin or 
Taku from the Pekiug side of the gulf was estimated in 1862 at 
some six taelsifper ton, This includes its transport in: small 
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quantities for a distance of nearly 200 miles. Ifthe mines at 
Fuchau could be successfully worked, the price would very 
probably be less than half, the actual transport expenses in the 
former case amounting to nearly two-thirds of the price, the 
cost per ton at the pit’s mouth being nearly 2} taels or J16s. 
English. Were European capital and European skilland energy 
to be employed in developing the resources of this hitherto 
unknown portion of Manchuria, there is little doubt that a 
source of industry would be opened up which would form not 
only a profitable speculation to those engaged in it, but would 
also tend towards the great end which all foreigners in China 
must desire to see accomplished —a clearer recognition on the 
part of its Government of the advantages to be derived from 
the employment of foreign skill and mechanical appliances in 
the Far East. 

The sentence of death passed upon James Wilson for the 
murder of his companion MacGrath up the country, which was 
referred to H.B.M.’s Minister at Peking with a recommendation 
to mercy from the Jury, has been commuted to ten years 
penal servitude in Hong Kong, to which port the prisoner was 
sent on board the steamer Aden. 

The steamer Lancefield, which left this port several months 
ago for Hong Kong to undergo repairs, returned on Saturday 
last under the new name of Yung-faz-U, and is commanded 
by Captain Whiting, late of the Varuna. She has received 
very extensive repairs, and has had a third mast put into her, 
and now presents the appearance of a very handsome and 
comfortably fitted passenger ship. We believe she is intended 
for the Japan route, to form a junction with the P.M.SS. Co. 

It has been resolved to make a Botanical Garden, if possible, 
in the interior of the Racecourse. A place of general resort is 
much wanted here to supersede the time-honoured but rather 
uninteresting bund. The course itself is already a favourite 
promenade, but its attractions will be greatly enhanced if the 
bare and unsightly tract of land which it surrounds can be 
brought under cultivation. No more deserving claim for aid 
could have been made on the Recreation Fund than for this 
object, but a general understanding seems to have been come to 
that that unhappy deposit is hopelessly sunk. Subscriptions, 
therefore, have again to be relied on, and there is little doubt, 
we believe, that 200 persons will be found to readily pay $5 a 
year to obtain so pleasant a place of resort. 

Dr. Macgowan started on the 14th March for Nanking, with 
@ view of arranging, if possible, with the Chinese officials there 
in reference to his proposed telegraphic scheme. 

HANKOW, 

The Hankow Times of the 6th March says :—There has been 
during the past week a prevailing impression that the Nienfei 
have been returning on Hankow, and again threatening our 
peace. They certainly had come nearer to this place than they 
had been for some time before, some of them being stationed 
for a short time at Keting, a small place on the Hwangpe, near 
about 112 le from this. They had, however, no intention of 
coming to Hankow, nor was their return voluntary. They had 
made several attempts ‘to escape out of the province, which 
they had found too hot to hold them, but had been pursued 
and headed by troops too strong to be attacked with any hopes 
of success. They are now said to be nearly all gathered 
together in a large body, and making with all possible dispatch 
for Kwang-tse, a heen bordering on the Yan-Hwang province, 
and the van has already crossed the border. If this intelligence 
is true, and we have no reason to doubt it, we shall soon be 
quit of the last of these pests, for this season at least.” 

AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

News reached here on the 27th March that the American 
barque Rover was wrecked on‘the Bashee Islands. The captain 
and crew, thirteen in number, embarked in boats and landed on 
the north coast of Formosa, near Tamsuy. Whilst seeking for 
shelter the hill savages came down and brutally murdered them 
—only one Chinese boy escaped. No farther particulars yet. 
General Le Gender, U.S. Consul at Amoy, leaves for Foochow to- 
morrow, whence he will proceed in an American sloop of war 
now there, to the scene of the murder. H.M.S. Cormorant has 
also gone to make inquiries. 

The P. and O. steamer Formosa left here for Foochow on the 
evening of the 25th inst., and about 11.3 P.M. struck on a rock 
off the north end of Oksu Island, sixty miles from Amoy. She 
put back to Amoy, and though nearly sinking managed to 
reach this on the afternoon of the 2Gth, was beached here and 
temporarily repaired, and returns to Hong Kong to be docked. 
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She is very much damaged. The third mate is reported as 
responsible for the accident, he having been instructed to call 
the captain at 11 Pm, or sooner in foggy weather or if he saw 
the land. At half-past eleven the captain awoke and came on 
deck. He saw the land ahead, and his order to bout ship came 
too late—she had struck. Inquiries will probably be insti- 
tuted at Hong Kong. 

A curious salvage case has arisen here which shows the 
necessity for shipowners to have properly qualified mates as 
wells as masters on board their ships. The Oceania of Belfast, 
from Sourabaya to Amoy, arrived here on the Ist inst., her 
master having died at sea. The mate, who had a certificate of 
Service but nove of competency, was unable to navigate the 
vessel, and falling in with the Young Greek, bound to Hong 
Kong, asked assistance of her master. The mate of the latter 
vessel took charge and brought her to Amoy. Shortly after- 
wards the master of the Young Greek, having completed his 
own voyage, came up here and claimed salvage of the Oceania. 
Under the new Order in Council, the provincial Consular Courts 
have no Vice-Admiralty jurisdiction, and in order to save the 
delay and expense of making the claim in the Supreme Court at 
Shanghai both parties agreed to submit it to the arbitration of 
Mr. Wardlaw, partner in the house of Tait and Co. here, and 
Mr, Gibson, of this Consulate, Mr. Cass, Superintendent of 
the Dock Company, being referee. The award of $1,500 to 
Young Greek was thus apportioned :—To owners, $700; 
master, $300 ; mate, $300 ; crew, 200—$1,500; each party 
to pay half the entire costs and expenses. Had a properly 
certificated mate been on board this expense would have been 
spared the owner of the Oceania. 

HONG KONG. 
* Advices from this port are to the lst April, three days later 
than those received by the French mail delivered on the 4th 
instant. No later dates from home had been received in the 
interval, but the French mail of February 17th was hourly 
expected. Telegrams from London extended to the 5th March. 
The news by the present mail is of course very meagre, but we 
glean the following items from the Overland Trade Report :— 

Mature consideration of the manner in which the memorial 
on the Stamp Act, sent home in October last by the community, 
has been treated by the Colonial-office, has excited great indig- 
nation during the past fortnight. That this document, con- 
taining as it did so careful a review of the question, and 
signed as it was by the whole mercantile community with one or 
two utterly insignificant exceptions, should have been thrust 
into the paper basket without receiving a word in reply from 
the Secretary of State is felt to have been an insult to 
this colony. It has, in fact, not only been left un- 
answered, but has been ’contemptuously ignored by the 
Secretary of State in that part of his despatch where 
he says that he observes the arguments of the Governor in 
reply to the first memorial had been producing a marked effect 
on the public opinion of the community. At first it was natu- 
ral that this sentence should lead to the idea that the Governor 
had unfairly overrated the influence of his own arguments in 
writing home, but further consideration will show that the ex- 
traordinary delusion of the Secretary of State cannot be explained 
in this manner. Whatever the Governor may have written 
it is manifest that the memorial of the Colonial-office, with its 
overwhelming list of signatures, must have been, at the 
time Lord Carnarvon’s despatch was written, the latest 
indication before him of what was the actual state of 
public feeling in Hong Kong. The Governor, when writing 
the despatch to which this is an answer, knew of course what 
sort of document would go home by the same mail, and it is 
therefore impossible to suppose that he would do anything so cb- 
viously futile as misrepresent the facts at such a time, apart from 
every other consideration which leads to the same couclusion. 
This consideration, however, though exonerating the local 
Government, leaves in a still stronger light the gross discourtesy 
of the Colonial-office. So far as the vital point is concerned, 
public opinion on the Stamp Act seems to have remained 
unchanged, though the excitement on the subject has entirely 
died out. This has given place to a resigned feeling that there 
is now no help for it, and that the community has been beaten ; 
and that, however injurious the contemplated measures may be, 
there is now no use in saying anything more about them. Up 
to the present time the Governor has made no sign of his 
intention regarding the ordinance, and nothing is known as to 
the probability or period of its introduction. 

y;, The§2nd battalion of the 20th Regiment has sailed for the 
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Cape in the Golden Fleece, the same vessel which brought the 
73rd, the regiment now in garrison here. The departing 
regiment was iu perfect health, and it is to be hoped that it 
may reach its destination in the same state; but there 
are painful stories going about concerning the want of 
proper comfort and ventilation on board the Golden Fleece 
from which the 73rd suffered on their passage out. They lost 
some men on the voyage, though how far this is attributable 
to faults inherent in the ship, from which the 20th may suffer 
also, and how far to peculiar circumstances, it may be difficult 
or impossible to ascertain. At any rate it appears that the 
men have had a great deal to complain of on their 
voyage. They were unprovided with the clothing suited 
to the climates they had to pass through, and in parading. 
on board under the burning sun of the Equator, they 
had to wear thick woollen and wadded clothes made for 
England, and forage caps. The gross negligence of the 
War-office in not supplying proper clothes can scarcely be dealt 
with too severely, but it may be questioned whether any lighter 
censure can be awarded to the commanding officer, who, cir- 
cumstanced as his men were, insisted, as he appears to have 
done, on these terrible and distressing parades. The men, 
according to the statements which have been made, were 
harassed in tho most irritating manner during the passage, 
required to appear constantly in pipe-clayed accoutrements, with 
the bandsmen in white coats, and harshly reproved if their 
clothes and belts were not as free from spot or stain as they 
would have been on a parade ground in England. To keep 
them in proper order on board a crowded transport iu the tropics 
was of course next to impossible, as the work of cleaning them 
induced streams of perspiration, and wearing them afterwards 
was a torment. Now that they have arrived they are still with- 
out the usual serge tunics worn by soldiers in Hong Kong at 
this time of year, and have to attend the constant parades and 
drills which go on, in European clothes thickly padded and 
utterly unsuited to the place. 

This is not the worst part of their position. The women, 
on the arrival of the regiment, were sent to the barracks at 
Stanley, and though there is half a company with them in which 
are some of the married men, a large number of the married 
men are in the town barracks, from which Stanley by the cir- 
cuitous path amongst the hills is about ten miles. The men, 
however, are refused leave to go and see their wives! Since 
the regiment arrived on the 3rd of March only seven men have 
received leave to go to Stanley, and these have had but a day’s 
leave each, the greater part of which in every case must have 
been taken up in the walk there and back. To maks matters 
worse, the women are said to be in serious straits for ordinary 
provisions, ‘lhe rations served out to them by the Govern- 
ment are meagre and insufficient for the wants of this climate, 
and tne men have been reduced toa condition of complete 
penury by the expenses of their voyage out. It is usual for 
them to provide, out of the small surplus'of their scanty 
pay, certain simple comforts for their wives, which in- 
deed in a place like this may be called absolute neces- 
saries. The men of the 73rd are absolately unable to 
do this, and the women are consequently said to be in the 
condition of want described. It is but just as the present mail 
is going away that this state of things has been made public. 
That the community of Hong Kong would most gladly provide 
for the comfort of the women belonging to the garrison in any 
way which the rules of the service will allow, is a matter of 
course, and before long there is little doubt that one of two 
things will happen. Either the accounts which have appeared 
will turn out to be over-coloured, or arrangements will be made 
for the proper maintenance of the women, through the liberality 
of the colony. This, however, does not lessen the culpability 
of those who have denied the men, who at any rate believe 
their wives, in their own phrase, to be “starving,” the oppor- 
tunity of visiting them and ascertaining their position with 
certainty. The unreasoning cruelty of such a denial is a subject 
about which it is impossible to speak calmly. 

During the past fortnight the Hong Kong Colonial Surgeon’s 
report for 1866 has been published in the Government ,Gazstie, 
and presents a very favourable review of the public health 
during that year. It appears that only 74 residents have died 
during the year, bringing the mortality down as lowas 3°60 per 
cent. ‘The police force has had much better health during the 
year 1866 than previously, the mortality and sickness being 
both below the average, the death-rate being only 1°78 per 
cent. With regard to the Civil Hospital, it is necessary to 
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separate the patients into different classes to arrive at intelli- 
gible results. So far as the Europeans are concerned the rate 


of mortality has been very favourable, while in the case of the 
Indians it is but a little higher than the average. Amongst the 


Chinese patients, however, a frightful rate of mortality (33°56 
per cent.) is observable. This is explained by the Colonial 
Surgeon op the ground that the great majority of the Chinese 
admitted to the hospital are only sent in in a moribund state. 


To recur to the feature of the report which is most interesting 
to Europeans, it appears from a comparative table at the end of 


the report that the death-rate amongst foreign residents during 
1866 was lower than it has been since 1962. 

The third annual report of the Seamen's Hospital has Leen 
published recently. This hospital, it will be remembered, is a 
gift to the town from the firm of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, 
and Co., who never tire of using their colossal wealth for the 
benefit of the community amongst which they live. The new 
building, which was opened for patients during the past year, 
has now been in occupation about seven months, and the resi- 
dent surgeon, Dr. Adams, reports most favourably on the effeot 
of the superior situation in which it is placed, which has had a 
marked effect in lessening the amount of fever previously 
noticeable. The advantage of the thorough sanitary arrange- 
ments, and the ample bath accommodation, are pointed out. 

Within the last few days a pleasure of an unusual kind has 


been afforded to the residents of Hong Kong by the arrival of 


a really good Italian Opera Company from Bombay. It is so 
seldom that any competent artistes find their way to sucha 
remote region of the world as this that expectations are never 
raised very high beforehand when any new company arrives. In 
this ‘case however a surprise of the most gratifying nature 
awaited the colony. The company, which is under the direction 
of SignorsPompei, although weak numerically, consists of tho- 
rough operatic singers, and though of course the operas have to 
be curtailed a great deal, especially in the matter of choruses, 
their execution in all other respects is admirable. The prima 
donna is a Madame Bouche, who but recently made her debut 
at La Scala, and is as yet unknown in England, having accepted 
her present Oriental engagement while still in Italy. She is an 
accomplished musician with great natural gifts, of whom more 
will certainly be heard eventually, in an enlarged sphere of ac- 
tion. 

The American ship Wild Rover, from Boston October 3] st, 
1866, reports having come East-about and experienced a fine 
weather passage throughout. On the 22nd inst. when about 
200 miles from Luzon at about 5.30 p.m., felt what was sup- 
posed to be the shock of an earthquake; the ship trembled 
violently as if she were grating over some hard substance, but 
there was- deep water all about and no signs whatever of 
anything in the shape of a bank; the shock lasted for about 
three minutes, and was so violent that it was almost impossible 
to hold on to the wheel. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates from Singapore are to the 8th April (three days later). 
The mail of 27th February was still the latest received, but 
oo from London wia Calcutta extended to the 23rd 

arch. 

The change in the Government is already recognised as 
beneficial, and the new Governor, Colonel Ord, appears to have 
made an exceedingly favourable impression. The following is 
is from the Straits Times :— 

The past fortnight has in a political point of view been the 
most important which these Settlements have witnessed for 
very nearly half a century, that is from the time of their incor- 
poration. The Indian rule, which up iill now guided their 
destinies, ceased to have power and effect on the Ist instant, 
when the formal inauguration of Singapore, Penang, Province 
Wellesley and Malacca asa Crown colony was carried into 
effect. The ceremony was, as compared with previous demon- 
strations here, an imposing one, and will serve to fix in the 
minds of the natives the date of a political change of which, 
though of the full effects they can only have a meagre conception 
now, it is to be hoped they will in all time to come participate 
in the advantages. It is needlesy to say that to those who 
have striven for many years to bring about the change the event 
was One possessing grounds for some measure of pride as well 
as congratulation. Nor was there long to wait for a practical 
illustration of the good effects of the new system, for on the 
day of the inauguration, the very first of its constitution, the 

Y passed a series of Acts which could not have become 
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law under the old system without months of protracted 
agitation. The nominations for the Council made by his 
Excellency Colonel Ord, though wisely temporary in their 
nature, have the approval of all classes of the community, and 
there is little doubt that they will be permanently confirmed. 

His Excellency held a levee at the Council Chamber on the 
5th of April, which was numerously attended ; and the impres- 
sion created by the new Governor is decidedly favourable. A 
misunderstanding appears to have arisen regarding the position 
of the Indian Uncovenanted Servants who have been retained 
in the Colonial Service, in so far as their pensions are con- 
cerned. But we are of opinion that this misunderstanding 
cannot iong exist. These servants have one and all earned 
their pensions in the exclusive service of the Straits, and their 
rights to peusion are one of the obligations which the new 
Government inherits, against the heavy list of public works 
and improvements which it takes over for nothing. A refer- 
ence inthe matter is to be made, we believe, to the Secretaries 
of State for the Colonies and for India, but, from corres- 
pondence which has been published, the question appears 
already to have been decided in these quarters in the spirit 
which we have indicated. 

By the French mail which left this port on the 4th April 
Sir P. Benson Maxwell took his departure on leave of absence 
for Europe. Sir Benson has been ten years Recorder of Penang, 
and one year that of Singapore, of which he is now, under the 
colonial system, Chief Justice. By an able and conscientious 
discharge of his duties he has conciliated the respect and good- 
will of all classes of the community, who will honestly welcome 
his return to the Settlements. One good example he has set his 
contemporaries and successors is that of recording his judgments 
in the various cases of interest, which, owing to the modified 
charactcr of the English law as administered among the natives 
here, are constantly cropping up. During the absence of Sir 
Benson Maxwell, Sir William Hackett, Judge of Penang, will 
officiate as Chief Justice. 

Major-General Studholme Hodgson, Commander-in-Chief of 
the forces in the Straits, and Admiral Sir Henry Keppel were 
both passengers by the mail steamer Ottawa, which arrived here 
on the 31st March.

The following is from Sharp and Co.’s Circular : — 

Go.in.—The receipts during the fortnight have been $490,000 value, 
and the exports $330,000, including the shipments per Benares on the 
15th, and excluding those to leave on Monday. The recent arrivals have 
at once lowered the market from the extreme rates ruling during the early 
part of the mail. 

SILVER.—$1,450,000 worth of Sycee has been received, and $1,420,000 
exported, the capacity of India to drain China of the precious metals ap- 
pearing unlimited. The present mail takes forward fully a million dollars 
in silver and gold. 

DoLLtaR CURRENCY.—The movements in dollars have been confined to 
to the receipt of $310,000 from the coast, and the export of $680,000 
chiefly to India. 

ExcHANGE.—The supply of sterling bills has again been very limited 
and it is considered that the trifling advance in rates is not attributable, 
to any present necessities. The business in rupees bas been quite nominal. 

Disccunt AND MortTGAGEs.—Unexceptional securities are, as before 
quoted, 7 and 10 per cent. respectively. 

SHaReEs.—Banks have advanced, especially the new shares, as presenting 
an opportunity for investment in an undoubted stock, with a small present 
outlay. 


COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

TEa.—In spite of the lateness of the season, some business has been 
done at rates rather easier at Canton, but considering an alleged decline 
in the quality of the leaf, unfavourable to buyers in the north. In some 
cases the season must be considered over, and the teamen are beginning to 
return to the interior. Canton: Considering the lateness of the season, 
a fair business has been transacted during the past fortnight. Prices have 
ruled somewhat easier as regards Scented teas; stocks, however, are 
pretty well exbausted, and but little desirable leaf is now to be met 
with in these kinds. Country Congous: A Parsee firm has 
taken 110 chests out an average chop Qonam at 22 taels; with 
this exception, nothing has transpired, and present stock is 20,472 
packages. Country Greens : One small chop has been settled at 37 taels, 
which reduces the stock to about 5,000 packages. Canton-made Teas: 
Some 10,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe have been taken, say common 
to fine 17 to 25 taels; 3,300 boxes Scented Caper, common to fair 
medium 12 to 17] taels, and 1,000 boxes Gunpowder 184 to 20 taels. 
The teamen ard now making arrangemente for the new season, and already 
musters of new district Congou have been shown, but evidently in order 
to gather foreigners’ ideas as to the range prices are to take at this port 
for the forthcoming season. Sales, &c., are reported as follows :— 
Country Congous, 110 chests at 22 taels ; Country Greens, 427 half- 
chests at 37 taels; Scented Orange Pekoe, 10,000 boxes at 174 to 25 
taels; Scented Caper, 3,300 boxes at 12 to 17} taels ; Gunpowder, 1,000 
boxes at 184 to 20 taels. Stock 32 chops or 20,472 packages Country 
Congous, and 5,000 packages Country Greens, 

FoocHow, 23rd March.—There are no settlements of tea to report. 

SHanGcHal.— There is no vessel on the berth here for London, but a 
fair business has been doing in Congous, at full prices, notwithstanding. 
The inquiry for Green teas has been limited only by the undesirable cha- 
racter of the stock. The export of teas from this port and Hankow to 
Great Britain is about 4,300,000 Ibs. above, and to America 2,400,000 Ibs. 
above last year’s to same date. Black Teas: There has been a fair 
inquiry for these, but the firmness of holders has prevented the exhaustion 
of the stock. Prices have been fully up to those paid during the pre- 
vious fortnight, while the quality of the settlements shows a steady falling 
off. The majority of the teamen have now left to prepare the coming 
crop, and as their losses have been exceptionally heavy this season, there 
is every reason to expect a very large reduction in the laying down cost 
of the new teas The sales comprise :—3,000 chests, Ningchow, common 
to low medium at 18 to 23 taels, and 200 chests Hohow, common at 16 tls. 
Re-shipments, none. Stock, 5,000 chests. Total settlements, with 
re-shipments from the River Ports from 1st June, 1866, to date, 325,200 
chests against 271,300 chests last year. Green Teas: A moderate busi- 
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ness has been doing, again almost exclusively for America. The sales 
comprise chiefly common teas, for which very full prices have been con- 
ceded nothing fine being now left. Teamen, though anxious to realise, 
still refuse offers on a par with London value. Of the two vessels on the 
berth for New York. one is engaged full, and the other nearly so, and as 
there is nothing on the berth for England, an easier market is expected. 
About 18.000 packages of all kinds remain in stock, the bulk consisting of 
inferior Tekhing, and common Shanghai-packed ters, with the exception 
of Chinkiang, where some 3,000 half-chests of fine Moyunes are held for 
abnormal rates. The settlements comprise : —500 half-chests fine lines of 
a fine Moyune chop, taels 57; 3,300 half-chests medium Moyune to 
good Teenkai, taels 35 to 40.5; 2,500 half-chests medium Tekhing 
and common Moyune, taels 31.5 to 35; 2,100 half-chests common 
Taiping Tekhing and Shinghai-packed, taels 20 to 28; 600 half- 
chests common Pingsuey, taels 34. Re-shipments, none. Tota! settle- 
ments from Ist: June to date, 358,000 _half-chests, against 224,000 
half-cheats to date last year. 

Hankow.—The latest date is the 19th instant. One small chop had 
been shipped to Shanghai, and another parcel had been returned to the 
country to be mixed with new leaf, leaving 3,100 chests in stock. 

Kroxtanc.—There had been no settlements; 730 chests Black and 
1,909 half-chests Green had been shipped to Shanghai during the fortnight, 
leaving about 1,000 packages of both descriptions in stock. 

YoxouamMa.— Within the last few days the teamen have slightly given 
way in their demands, and a few settlements have been made both for the 
English and American markets; they consist of good medium to fine kinds. 
There are no transactions in the commoner grades, although the teamen 
are anxious sellers, and are willing to accept very low rates ; yet foreigners 
do not seem to touch this class at present, owing to the large stocks in 
America, which cannot be worked off except at a great loss. 

Raw Sitk.—Canton.—Very little hastranspiredjduring the fortnight, 
the only important settlement being some 300 cases re reeled Cumebuck 
at $560 to 570, showing a decline of $30 on last quotations ; arrivals have 
ceased, and the season altogether may be considered closed. it would be 
premature as yet to express any opinion on the prospects of the approach - 
ing season. Stock 20 bales No. 1 Tsatlee Reel, 100 bales No. 1 Loong- 
kong, 200 piculs Kow-kong, 300 piculs Lacklow and Cumchuck, 300 
piculs Seulam, and 800 piculs Punjum. 


Sranacuar.—The small purchases of China silk which have been 
added to settlements during the past fortnight have been taken chiefly as 
a method of remiltance, and the prices paid have been so very irregular 
that it is almost impossible to give entirely correct quotations. The French 
mail steamer left on the 23rd instant, taking 444 bales of Japans for Mar- 
seilles (of which 119 were received from Nagasaki) and 315 bales for 
London ; also 43 bales Chinas fur France, and 324 for England. The 

nt steamer has 400 bales engaged, and is expected to take about 500 
bales Chinas and Japans. Settlements for the past fortnight : Chinas, 
65) bales. Total settlements since Ist January : Chinas, 3,100 bales.

The settlements 
amount to about 600 piculs, consisting of 300 piculs of Hank Silk, among 
which are several parcels of fine Mybash, sold at from 900 to 920 dols., 
150 piculs of Oshio and 150 of other sorts. Arrivals since the beginning 
of the month have taken place at tne very moderate rate of about 25 piculs 
a day, and the unsold stock including the deposit in foreign hands still

TEA. ' 
(PRODUCE MARKETS REVIEW.) 


With the approaching end of our tea season come the usual uncertaia- 
ties respecting the prospects of our supplies for the next, the usual diffor- 
ences of opinion regarding the amount of stocks, and the usual apprehensions 
of consumption increasing with greater rapidity than the production, and 
therefore incapable of being satisfied without introducing elements of dis- 
turbance in the equilibrium of trade, and giving rise to violent and irregular 
fluctuations. For ourselves, we confess to have so often heard the same 
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anticipations of a scarcity expressed, and have so often found them falsified 
by subsequent events, that like the country people in the fable, whom the 
boy so frequently alarmed with the cry of ‘‘ wolf,” we feel no very great 
apprehensions on this score; but as it is very likely that some of the trade 
may still suspend their judgments on this point, we venture to traverse the 
ground of argument once more, and propose to give reasons for the 
belief that the present year will be no exceptional one, and that 
our supplies will, under almost any possible combination of cir- 
cumstances, prove more than equal to the demand. Our total 
demand resolves itself into the deliveries for home consumption, 
and the deliveries for export; and the average amount of both, obtained 
from an analysis of the last six years, is easily found for the last six 
months of the season, the period between April 1st and September 30th. 
We can in the same way ascertain the probable arrivals between the two 
periods; and deducting demand from supply, we can obtain a tolerably 
fair estimate of the probable stocks in the United Kingdom at the com- 
mencement of the new season. Taking the figures for ‘the six months 
from April to September, both inclusive, we get a total of 44,455,473 Ibe., 
the amount which we may assume to represent our total supplies for the 
corresponding period during the present year, though it is evident that 
we should be fully justitied in taking an even larger amount than this, 
inasmuch as we have not taken into account the circumstance that our sup- 
plies are yearly on the increase. If to this sum we add the stock on the 
31st of March, or 108,190,332 lbs., we geta total of 152,690,332 Ibs. to 
supply our wants from April to the end of September. Having ascer- 
tained the extent of our supplies, we now turn to the demand. Estimating 
our monthly deliveries (for export and home consumption) at eleven and a 
quarter millions per month, we get a total of 67,500,000 lbs. for our de- 
mand, which subtracted from the sum total mentioned above, 152,690,332 
lbs. gives a remainder of 85,145,805 Ibs. Taking therefore these figures 
as our basis, we think it may be fairly assumed that the stock 
on September 30th will be at least 80,000,000 Ibs., and may even 
range as high as 85,000,000 Ibs. Considerations from an opposite point of 
view lead us to almost identical results. 1. The quantity of tea from 
Chinese ports afloat and not included in stock is 24,000,000 lbs.; 2. From 
India, about 2,250,000 lbs.; 8. The stock in Chinese ports to March 14th 
(the date of our most recent advices from China), 3,500,000 Ibs.; 4, The 
quantity of Chinese tea which has probably still to come down to the 
ports from the country, about 9,000,000 or 10,000,000 Ibs.; 5. 
8,000,900 lba. or even 4,000,000 of Indian tea. These figures added 

ther give a total of about 44,000,000 lbs. to represent our supplies 
tothe end of September. To those who appear to think a stock of 
85,000,000 too small when compared with the stocks of the three 
preceding years, after taking the increased consumption into account, we 
reply that the figures of a previous date, representing the period before the 
American war, are much nearer to the amount of stock that we ought to 
have, as these figures represent the condition of the tea trade before it 
was thrown into confusion by the American war. We shall approximate 
even nearer to the actual state of the supply and demand if we take also 
into consideration the relative increase of supplies as compared with the 
increasing demand. Comparing the probable stock of 80,000,000 Ibs., or 
85,000,000 lbs. with former years, we learn from official sources that the 
amount of stock inthe United Kingdom onthe 30th September, of the 
years 1861, 1862, 1868, 1864, 1865, 1866, was 66,280,318 Ibs. ; 65,909,949 
lbs.; 88,176,427 lbs.; 86,274,583 lbs.; 81,639,089 Ibs.; 83,862,890 Ibs. 
respectively. From these figures it will be seen that it is only for the last 
four years that we have had such heavy stocks on the 30th of September. 
It is true that the deliveries have increased more than in proportion to the 
accumulation at that particular date, but surely a stock of 80,001,000 
lbs., or nearly seven months’ deliveries, at the threshold of a new season, 
and with constantly increasing supplies, is more than sufficient for any 
possible calls upon it. The production of fine tea is at all times compara- 
tively limited ; hence the better kinds are usually rather scarce towards 
the end of the season. It is thus, no doubt, that the idea arises of a 
scarcity of tea generally, though we need hardly point out that no neces- 
sary relations exist between the demand for fine and for inferior kinds. The 
tea market is, in fact, a series of markets, each being, in its action, almost 
wholly independent of the rest. When the tea market generally is spoken 
of, the market for the commoner and medium grades of Congou is meant, 
— being the kinds mostly in demand, and consequently the most 
plentiful. 

The figures given in the Board of Trade Returns for the month of March 
have this remarkable property —that advocates of distinctly opposite and 
even conflicting views may find in them corroborative testimony to the 
truth of their own theories. Those who affect to believe that the supply 
of tea will be small may point to the apparently progressive decrease in 
our imports, which for the month ending March 31st were 14,830,634 Ibs., 
against 15,625,769 lbs. in the year 1866, and 15,730,049 Ibs. in 1865, 
Those, on the other hand, who take larger views, and decline to judge of 
the character and architecture of a house by the inspection of a single 
brick, remark the considerable increase in the imports for the three months. 
The deliveries for home consumption for the single month of March and 
the first three months of the year, are in excess of those for the year 
1866, and considerably greater than those of 1865. A similar increase, 
however, exists with regard to the stock, which is 108,190,322 lbs., twelve 
millions in excess of that of last year, and barely more than five millions 
in excess of the stock at the same period in 1865, 
































































Inpi1ax TELEGRAPHS.—Colonel Glover, the temporary head of the In 
dian Telegraph Department, bas come tc the rescue of the telegraph in 
a report which defends its character and efficiency. In December last the 
percentage of serious errors in 29,968 Indian messages was only a quarter, 
and trivial! errors 2}, while in 1,978 Indo-European messages it was 
94, of which 1$ were serious. Since 1850, when the first wire was laid, 
the telegraph has cost £1,218,843 of working expenses, in addition to 
£1,854,328 of capital. Allowing for free messages sent by officlale, the 
revenue has been £708,887, showing a loss of more than half a million 
sterling, besides the interest on capital. In a few months we are promised 
a special wire for Indo-European messages between Kurrachee and Bom- 
bay, if not between Bombay and Calcutta, 
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THE CHINA STATION. 


In a recent article on the subject of the China Squadron, we 
have had occasion to comment on the extraordinary proposals 
made by Mr. CumpERs, Mr. Strans¥FgLp, and other economically- 
disposed members of the House of Commons, with the view 
of reducing the expense, and therefore the efficiency, of our 
naval establishment in the Far East. Although these produced 
no apparent effect at the time, and the estimates were 
passed without reduction, it was evident that the advocates 
of retrenchment had a good many supporters on the Oppo- 
sition benches, and that many of those who approved 
of the scheme were not unwilling to try the experiment 
on the China squadron first—probably on the principle that as 
charity begins at home, so parsimony should commence as far, 
abroad as possible. As we then observed, praise, not blame 
was due to the present board of Admiralty for their determina- 
tion to supply Admiral Kepre.t with a new and more powerful 
class of gunboats, and generally to maintain and even to in- 
crease the efficiency of the force at his command; and, we 
might have added, still greater praise would have been their 
due had they resolved to send out at least one powerful 
armour-plated vessel instead of, or in addition to the Rodney. 
We doubted, however, whether such a course was at all likely 
to be adopted in the face of the urgent demands made for 
economy, and it is with as much surprise as pleasure that we 
hear of their Lordships’ decision to send the Ocean, a fine iron- 
clad frigate of 4,047 tons, and 1,000-horse power, and carrying 
24 heavy guns, from the Mediterranean station to reinforce the 
China squadron. This has been characterised as a bold step, but 
* we have already an ironclad flagship in the Pacific, and another 
on the West India station, aud why not one in China waters 
also? It is well known that Spain has several armour-plated 
ships in the Pacific, and from the Pacific to China is no great 
distance. Russia too w:ll soon have one or more such vessels 
in these waters, and the United States, if occasion required, 
would soon have a fleet of monitors there, by the most insig- 
nificant of which the poor old Rodney could be “ knocked into 
a cocked hat,” as the phrase is, in ten minutes. But the 
Ocean is really a magnificent vessel; she is already heavily 
armed, but is now ordered to Malta to fit four more 300-pounder 
guns, of 9 tons each, after which she will be more than a 
match for any foreign ironclad she is likely to meet with. The 
Army and Navy Gazette says the Pallas, certainly a more handy 
vessel, of little more than half the size of the Ocean, would be 
better suited for the voyage ; but we are quite content with the 
latter. She has already proved herself a good sea-boat, and we 
doubt not will reach her destination with speed and safety. 








LIGHTHOUSES FOR THE COAST OF JAPAN. 

A 8TATEMENT recently appeared in the columns of a weekly 
paper to the effect that, at the request of the Smiocoon, Her 
MaJxsty's Government had undertaken forthwith to construct 
eleven lighthousea at different points on the coast of Japan. 
The report, however, is not quite accurate. It is no doubt 
very desirable that the 11th article of the Convention of Yedo, 
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by which the Government of Japan engaged to provide all the 
open ports with whatever lights, buoys, and beacons might be 
necessary to render navigation safe in approaching them, should 
be carried out as speedily as possible. At present nothing 
whatever has been done towards it, nor is it likely that the 
native Government will be able to carry out the scheme properly 
without Europear aid. We are glad, therefore, to be enabled 
to state that the assistance of the English Government has 
been asked, and that the matter is now under consideration ; 
the subject is, however, one of a complicated character, and will 
require careful and technical examination before any active opera- 
tions can be commenced. It is no little source of satisfaction, 
too, that iv carrying out these improvements, British skill and 
industry will have a chance, and that in this instance the French 
monopoly of Government contracts has been broken through. 


MAIL COMMUNICATION WITH THE EAST. 


Ur to the present time nothing satisfactory has transpired 
regarding the impending change in the mail service. The 
matter was brought to the notice of the House of Commons on 
the 10th by Mr. CRawrorD, who asked the Secretary to the 
Treasury if the present weekly postal communication with 
India by way of Bombay was to be discontinued after the 
despatch of the mail from London on the 26th of May, and if 
he would lay upon the table copy of the advertisements and formas 
of tender for the new postal services to India and China recently 
issued from the Post-office. To this Mr. Hunr answered on 
behalf of the Government that the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company having given notice of their intention to withdraw 
the extra steamers running between Suez and Bombay, the 
Indian service, until further notice, will, after the despatch of 
the mail from London on the 26th of May, be as formerly, 
twice a month to Bombay, and twice a month to Calcutta. 
The result of this is that our communication with Bombay re- 
verts to its former position, while that with China remains for 
the present % statu quo. 


THE GOVERNORSHIP OF LABUAN. 


We understand that Mr. J. Pore Hennessy, late M.P. for 
King’s County, has been offered the Governorship of Labuan and 
Consul-Generalship of Borneo. The salary of the joint offices 
is £1,100 per annum. We do not yet know whether the 
appointment has been accepted. Little notice has been taken 
of the matter by the London papers, but the Irish journals are 
less reticent. The Cork Examiner says :— 


It would be cutting blocks with a razor to banish a man of the varied 
gifts of Mr. Hennessy to a remote and savage domain like this, when it is 
remembered what faithful and brilliant service he did during seven years to 
the Conservative party while they were in the cold shade of Opposition. 
It would eeem the grossest ingratitude to discharge his claims in this way. 
At the time when he gave his fealty to the party talent was scarcely to be 
found in its ranke, and certainly for the skirmishes of debate they were 
able to show no equal to him. The services he then rendered might fairly 
be expected to have reaped something like a corresponding reward. This 
is especially the case when we remember the way luck fell in showers upon 
the present Government. Since they got into office it has seemed to rain 
appointments. Nor was the stream composed of unconsidered trifles, but 
of the very richest and most tempting that lie in the gift of a Government. 
Out of these could they have found nothing for a man like Mr. Hennessy 
save a place euch as might be counted in the patronage of a member of 
Parliament ? 


The Irish Times also disapproves the appointment, and says : 


Until we see the announcement in the usual authorised shape, we can 
scarcely believe that a gentleman whose Parliamentary career has 80 
distinguished, and who has been universally regarded as one of the moet 
promising among the younger members of the Conservative party, should 
be offered by his political friends the governorship of a tropical colony eo 
insignificant that many had to look to a gazetteer in order to discover in 
what part of the world it lay. 





THE Berlin correspondent of The Times states that the 
Amour telegraph line, which was to be one of the connecting 
links in the grand scheme of a Russo-American cable, has been 
finished in its entire extent from Nicolaieffsk on the Pacific to 
Novgorod harbour in the bay of Possiet. It is proposed to 
continue it to Nagasaki and Slianghai.

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THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 
(MONEY MARKET REVIEW.) 

The Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, as 
appears from the annual report of the directors, earned in the year 1866, 
with the addition of a small balance brought forward, no less than 
£104,934, upon a paid-up capital of £750,000; and it paid £75,000, in 
two half-yearly dividends of 5 per cent. each. On the other hand, the 
reserve fund has been reduced from £250,000 to £145,902. To explain 
in detail how this occurred would require a recapitulation of the events of 
the disastrous year 1866, for which we have neither raom_ nor inclination. 
It is enough to say, that through the incidents and the consequences of 
those disastrous events in India and China, the directors of this bank, not- 
withstanding all their sacrifices of time and anxiety, have been unable to 
prevent a considerable loss. Hence the draft upon the reserve fund. 

The course of trade during and after the American civil war 
directed the employment of capital to the productions of India and 
China, and with the change came a period of excessive competition 
in banking. This proved injurious, in so far as the demand for pro- 
duce here stimulated producers and merchants in the East to the 
utmost exertions to move their produce and goods to market, and to 
hold speculatively where they could not satisfactorily realise. It is, 
of course, easy to argue after the event, that the danger of such a course 
should be foreseen in the midst of it; but who is sufficient for these 
things? There never yet was found a body of men engaged in a pursuit 
the chief weight of which is the responsibility of making profits for those 
whose capital is embarked in it, willing voluntarily to incur the odium that 
would inevitably have followed from their own shareholders for neglecting 
their opportunities. Shareholders must not, now that they are, in some 
degree, on the dark side of the cloud, forget that in the halcyon days they 
demanded high dividends, and that high dividends can only be earned by 
incurring the full average risks of the mercantile season. On the other 
hand they must, in common equity, prepare themselves for the casualties 
of exceptional seasons, against which no human foresight can completely 
guard. They must also remember that one of the first principles of a 
reserve fund is that it is a sort of insurance of their dividend against such 
exceptional casualties. Owners ofa profitable business, they have gained 
a very large profit, which has been absorbed by exceptional losses; but 
the reserve or insurance fund has effected its main purpose of securing the 
dividend, and they have safely emerged from the temporary yet serious 
troubles which necessitated their having recourse to it, Considerations of 
this kind must especially be kept in view after such a year as 1966. 

Having said thus much as to the past, it becomes us to look to the 
future ; and, on doing sv, we at once see the silver lining of the cloud 
which looked so black from the other side. The Chartered Mercantile 
Bank of India, London, and China have all along met their position man- 
fully. Though at the expense of a material reduction in the usual profits, 
they have curtailed their business at all points; and it would, as we under- 
stand, have been unnecessary to make so great a draft upon the reserve 


had not the Bombay losses of 1865 exceeded the provision made for them’ 


‘atthe time. However, the result of these reverses was a determination to 
ascertain the real state of affairs; and, with a view toa thorough examina- 
tion into them, Mr. Robertson, the chief manager, personally inspected 
every branch in India, China, and Japan. Up to the end of 1866 the 
statements from the managers of the several branches, and also the 
books in London, upon which the balance-sheet and profit and loss account 
are made out, were examined by independent auditors, Messrs. Coleman, 
Turquand, and Co., and they have certified to their correctness; while 
the shareholders’ auditors testify that the bills of exchange, bills discounted, 
and other securities held by the bank, are available, and that “ sufficient 
deductions have been made for all bad and doubtful debts, according to 
the statements received from the several branches in India and China.” 
Nothing can be more conclusive than these certificates ; and the directors 
assure us in their report that the result of Mr. Robertson’s personal exami- 
nation of the branches has been perfectly satisfactory. We receive these 
assurances with entire confidence. It is evident, therefore, that a new 
epoch has commenced in the history of the bank, and that it has com- 
menced under favourable conditions. The worst has passed, and is pro- 
vided for; and, whilst the business has been curtailed, it has yet been 
fostered. Nota single permanent connection has been lost. And, while 
the Eastern trades, Jike our home trades, are now being managed with a 
soberness which we have sometimes thought equivalent to a want of ordi- 
nary enterprise, we must bear testimony to the fact that this feature offers 
the greatest security for the permanency of banking profits. The exchange 
business of the Chartered Mercantile Bark is a valuable possession, and it 
will grow with the expansion of trade, for we cannot contemplate trade long 
remaining so nearly stationary as it now is. It is most unlikely that;specu- 
lative impulses can for many years be so strong in the Eastern trades as they 
proved to be consequent upon the direction imparted to them by the 
American war. Nor can any political event be anticipated in the East 
likely to produce disturbing elements either in the course or in the expan- 
sion of trade. The natural seasons may be bad or indifferent, but they 
may also be good or bounteous, we cannot tell; but experience has shown 
that there are sufficient compensations over so wide an area to create an 
average, so that banking profits are seldom affected injuriously by bad 
seasons ; while we all know they are strengthened and confirmed by good. 
Opening thus on a new period, with such rational prospects, and with a 
position ascertained apparently to the utmost minuteness, we may reason- 
ably congratulate the shareholders on the advantages within their reach. 
They have a reduced reserve, it is true, but they are in the right and only 
path to replace it without infringing upon the regular distribution of 
profit. The reserves of other banks, and banks in London, tvo, have, on 
occasion, been partially or wholly absorbed, but replaced and even in- 
creased. There is no reason whatever for doubting that the like result 
will follow in this case. At all events the examination we have been able 
to give to the history and to the present condition of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China satisfies our mind that, 
with the sound business it possesses, not only are these things within reach 
| pe comparatively short period, but that it bas a promising future 
efore it. 
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Pabal and Militarp. 


It is stated that Captain M. S. Nolloth, late senior naval officer at Hong 
Kong, will receive the appointment of commodore and senior officer in the 
Indian Ocean, as successor to Commodore Hillyar, on that gallant officer's 
receiving the active flag rank, for which he is now qualified. In the mean- 
while Captain Nolloth is appointed to the St. George (coastguard service). 
This appointment has been received with satisfaction by naval officers, who 
felt indignant at the announcement made in the House of Commons by a 
late official that service in Hong Kong and Rio de Janeiro was not to be 
considered “ active,” while that in the home ports, the Mediterranean, and 
other healthy stations, was to be so considered, 

Rear-Admiral Hastings R. Yelverton, C.B., has struck his flag on 
board the armour-plated screw steamship Caledonia, 30, Captain the Hon. 
Fitzgerald A. (. Foley, in Plymouth Sound. Rear- Admiral F. Warden, 
C.B., has been appointed to the command of the Channel Squadron, vice 
Rear- Admiral Yelverton, whose period of service has expired. 

Letters have been sent out from the Admiralty to all the principal ship- 
building firms and companies of eminence, including the Thames Ship- 
building Company, the London Engineering Company, Messrs. Wigram, 
Messrs. Laird Brothers, of Birkenhead, Mzssrs. Napier, Glasgow, and 
Messrs. Palmer and Co., of the Tyne, calling upon them to tender for the 
construction of two armour-clad ships of 3,700 tons, of a nove! and im- 
proved description. Not only will these ships be plated with the thickest 
iron that can be placed on their sides, but the armour will be carried so 
low down that, except under most exceptional cases, their bottoms will be 

rfectly safe from the fire of an enemy. They will be provided with the 
heaviest known artillery, which they will be enabled to fire in a direct line 
with the keel. 

Her Majesty's screw storeship Supply, Staff Commander C. Bawden, 
has arrived at Spithead from Ascension, with naval invalids, and a cargo 
of returned stores. The invalids were transferred to the Victory flag-ship, 
in Portsmouth harbour, soon after arrival, and the Supply received orders 
to proceed round to Woolwich to land her cargo of stores, &c. 

The Chanticleer, unarmoured screw sloop, 950 tons, 200-horse power, 
Commander W. S. Bridges, sailed from Spithead on the 4th instant for 
the Pacific, and would call in at Plymouth Sound on her way down 
Channel. 

The new screw sloop Dryad, 4, at Devonport, is ordered to be put into 
commission, with a complement of 130 officers and men, for service ia 
South America. 

As an instance of the great anxiety evinced by naval officers for employ- 
ment, and the great difficulty of obtaining it, all the captains on the I4¢, 
6d. list, and even a little below it, who are not now serving and are duly 

ualified, were candidates for the command of either the Donegal or the 
St. George almost without exception. This will show the anxiety felt for 
employment. 

The iron frigate Warrior, ordered for commission at Portsmouth, was 
undocked at that port on the 4th, to make room for the iron frigate Mino- 
taur, Capt. G. P. Goodenough, flagship of the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Channel Squadron, Rear-Admiral F. Warden, C.B. The Minotaur 
will be docked to have her four-bladed screw and hull below the water 
line examined, previous to making her final speed trials at seagoing draught 
of water over the measured mile in Stokes Bay. 

A batch of guns of various calibres, ranging in diameter of bore up to 
seven and nine inches, manufactured by Sir W. G. Armstrong and Co., 
at Elswick, for the Egyptian Government, heve been placed on the T pier 
at Woolwich, in readiness for embarkation for Alexandria, to be shipped 
on board the Coycyra, to call atthe pier tor that purpose. 

The hired sailing troopship Cospatrick, Commander James A. Elmslie’ 
R.N.R., has arrived at Spithead from Kurrachee, having sailed thence on 
the 29th of January, and called in at St. Helena on the 24th of March. 
She has brought to England 175 invalided soldiers from Her Majesty's 
regiments serving in India, with 15 women and 38 children.

Continental Lutelliqence,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Rorrerpam, Mar 8. 

Since the last mail the Parliamentary business has been of little 
importance; the different Budgets having passed after a very short 
and insignificant debate. Our Lords did not move for a party- 
fight, which might have caused a Ministerial crisis, which at this 
moment would have been most unfortunate. Even the Budget for the 
Colonial Department was, like all but one, carried unanimously, and only a 
few objections were urged regarding the abolition of the alternative 
chartering of merchantmen on account of the Government to convey pro- 
duce from the East Indies to our harbours, and the abolition of furnishing 
samples of coffee from the auctions of the Trading Company; as in all 
matters the Minister promised to reconsider the measures. He, however, 
declined to own that the miserable condition of our merchant marine was 
due to this measure, and with regard to the fact that no coffee samples 
were now farnished he stated that this resulted only from the fact 
that this caused too many expenses for the Exchequer. After these matters 
had been disposed of the House adjourned until a further convocation. 

The Second Chamber will meet on the 14th inst. 

A personal fact between Mr. Cremers (member of the Firat Chamber) 
and Mr. Keuchenius (member of the Second Chamber) caused much dis- 
cussion in the papers. The first said in the House of Lords that Mr. 
Keuchenius should have said, after having proposed his motion, when the 
remark should have been made that this motion did not agree with his 
principles—“ I de not care for that, but Myer shall not go tothe East.” 
As usual in these cases, it was proved that Mr. Cremers was a great talker 
—no more. 

His Majesty the King and the Royal family have returned tothe Hague 
from their trip to Amsterdam. 

Amongst the rumours current in well-informed circles appears this,-—— 
that our Cabinet has the plan to restore the departments of public worship ; 
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ergo, another step backward with regard to the separation of the Church 
and State, so long and so fervently wished for. Better is the idea to es- 
tablish a department for public works. 

In the masonic lodge f' Union Royale great solemnities took place in con- 
sequence of the death of Jkr. Frans Alexander Knight van Rappard, so 
well known by his friends in India. 

The great slaughter amongst the cattle in those provinces attacked by 
tinderpest that was finished on the lst of May has had a good 
result. In the week ending the 27th April 362 head of cattle were 
attacked, against 614 and 761 in both the previous weeks. In some places 
the peasants offered so much resistance that military force was required, 
and in the village Schoonrewoerd the soldiers were obliged to fire, so that 
two peasanta were killed and some others severely wounded. 

I think it is quite unnecessary to ring still the changes on the theme, 
‘\ Tg it peace, is it war?” For the present the peace current continues to 
prevail, only disturbed by some pessimists who have no trust at all in the 
London Conference; and it is even said that the meeting at London will 
be adjourned. The utmost uncertainty prevails with regard to what 
will be proposed at that diplomatic conference, and the uxembourgers 
themselves do not know what they wish and what is their interest. To-day 
a deputation of inhabitants of the town of Luxembourg arrived at the 
Hague, and started, after a long conference with the Prince-Stadtholder, 
Prince Henry, for London to deliver an address to the Conference, begging 
that the neutrality of the duchy might be proclaimed, and its independence 
and inviolability of its territory warranted by handing it over to Belgium, 
who in that case would have to pay an indemnity of 5,000,000 guilders to 
the Grand Duke. Another rumour says that these are not guilders, but francs; 
and still others state that the sum is not fixed at all, and that the amount 
will be settled by the Conference when it accepts the proposal of the deputa- 
tion. That the fear of war was most imminent some days ago is proved by 
the fact that it was officially announced at the Exchange here that the in- 
sarance brokers had resolved not to insure vessels except with a stipulation 
referring to war (free from molest). This news, which was telegraphed 
to Batavia and caused so much confusion, was quite right. That the poli- 
tical atmosphere is not yet quite sound is, so the pessimists say, proved 
by the fact that measures are taken by our Government to finish with the 
utmost speed the public works destined for the principal line of defence of 
the Netherlands. 

The trade report for the year 1866, published by the Consul at Singa- 
pore in the Javaisohe Courant, in which was stated that the agency of the 
Rotterdam Bank, that was established there, promised to become very lu- 
erative, made a very favourable impression here. By this fact again it 
was clearly proved that the ex-director Hinsberg, by publishing his well- 
known pamphlet, endeavoured in vaia to prejudice this bank by underhand 
means. 

No particulars are published here about the Paris Exhibition, and the 
number of Dutchmen who are going to visit the French capital is very 
limited. It was with great pleasure that we heard that two of our peintre- 
artistes, viz., Messrs. Alma Tavema and Jozef Israels, were rewarded with 
medals, and that a beautiful picture of Mr. C. Bisschop was bought by 
Princess Mathilde. 

Mr. F. S. Jacob resigned as manager of the East India Railway Com- 
pany; Mr. J. Groll was appointed ia his place. 

Her Majesty has consented that Mr. D. de Graeff van Polsbraek, Dutch 
Cousul-General and Political Agent in Japan, and Mr. L. F. Kleintjes, 
Chancellor of that consulate, should accept the insignias of the Daneborg's 
Order conferred on them by the King of Denmark. 

An exchange building was opened in Hengelo (the Dutch Manchester) 
some days ago. 

A brilliant exposition of pictures was opened here last Saturday; for 
the first time the work of an English artist was exhibited here, namely, 
that of Mr, William Melby. 

Within a few days a meeting will be held at Roosendaal by Belgian 
and Dutch litterators and other gentlemen, to consider what means the 
nationalities of both the countries could be maintained. 

On the 22nd 125 soldiers will be forwarded by the Java Packet to the 
Far East. 

A good deal is said about the measure of the Ministers of the Colonial 
and Financial Departments, who rejected the proposal of the special com- 
mission to appoint a liberal minister (rev.) for the service in India. Our 
Minister of Finance being Jorthodox declines to appoint a liberal man; 
the Minister of the Colonies stated that he did not care much for this 


matter. 
COMMERCIAL. 

Corrsr.—The confidence in this article was highly improved in conse- 
quence of the peaceful prospect. Tha was an active demand, whilst on the 
24th of April, when the Trading Company offered its 102,694 bags in 
auction, speculation was still so checked that only the half of this quantity 
could be sold. The parcels now in the second hand were all sold at 
gradually improving prices, so that the quotation now is 1$c. higher than 
in the former week. The Trading Company however declines to operate 
without a farther advance, and refused even an offer for 6,000 b. with an 
advance in price of 2c., and in consequence of this behaviour there are but 
a few private parcels brought in the market. The private transactions 
since the auction include 14,000 b. Java, and 3,778 b. Padang per several 
vessels and at several prices. The quotations of good ordinary Java is 
now from 394 to 404. Total stock, 576,300 b., amongst which 499,848 b. 
of the Trading Company, who will sell on the 22nd 73,900 b. 

Sucar.—Raw: After the market had strongly been influenced by the 
unsatisfactory state of politics, there was an important improvement, since 
it was announced that the Conference should meet in London. The tran- 
sactions, however, remained unimportant, because holders decline to operate 
without any considerable advance on the last prices, say 2f. under March 
value, that were paid for 2,000 mats Java. Not only the improved state 
of politics urges the holders to show great firmness, but there is for 
England from Mauritius only a very reduced quantity afloat, whilst also 
the last beet-root crop in France has partly failed. The unsold stock of 
raw sugar of the Trading Company is 72,720 mats against 112,875 mats 
in 1865, and the private stock 41,449 mats,

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &o. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hamsora, Mar 7. 
By order of the Imperial Government the shareholders of the Rassian- 
American Company are convened to hold a general meeting next week, 
probably the last they will ever hold, as it has transpired that the object 
of the meeting is to receive the official announcement that the company is 
dissolved by the sale of the Russian territory in America to the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and that they are therefore called upon to 
wind up their outstanding affairs and liquidate as soon as possible. The 
first question, however, that they will have to settle at the meeting will be 
a decision as to whether proprietors of ten shares bought within the last 
six months are entitled to vote and take part in the discussion of the com- 
pany's affairs ornot. If negatived the number of the shareholders will be 
but very limited, as most of the shares have changed hands since their value 
became depreciated, and there are but few in possession of the original owners 
and standing ia their names, whilst alarge proportion have been transferred 
by asimple endorsement in blanco, like a bill of exchange, and passed through 
so many hands that it is impossible to control any knowledge of the present 
possessors. There are 7,444 shares of the original value of 150 roubles each 
when issued. There was a time when they were sold at 500 roubles, but they 
have sunk so low that two months ago they were offered for sale on the St. 
Petersburg Exchange at 80 roubles, and since then have not been quoted in 
the share lists, though now that it is known that the territory occupied by 
the company is sold, the shares have somewhat recovered, and may be had 
at par, as it is hoped that some compensation will be given out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of Russian America, even though the purchase money be 
paid not in cash, but, as it is understood, in ships of war. This 
great fall in the value of the shares was not in consequence of 
any mismanagement on the part of the directors, but to the state 
of uncertainty that has for so long existed as to the duration of the 
company, whose privilege expired in 1861, and was only renewed 
last year, so that for five years they were suspended, like Mahomet’s coffin, 
between heaven and earth, which of course paralysed their commercial 
enterprise and almost annihilated their credit at Hamburg, London, and 
San Francisco; whilst since 1862—till which year their dividends were 
never less than 18 roubles—no dividend has been paid. The shareholders 
now complain that the Russian Government has not only destroyed their 
tivilege, but sold their property; for the colonies were purchased singly 
n the year 1789 by Schelechow, the original founder of the company, and 
the transaction was simply confirmed by the Empress Catharine. The 
company had to provide for and pay the salaries of their civil and military 
servants, and it was only in the beginning of this century, when the value 
of the paper rouble feil to 30 per cent., that they were permitted as a 
great favour to exchange annually 45,000 half imperials in gold at the 
nominal value. As above stated, the company’s charter was renewed in 
1866, together with the promise of an annual subvention of 200,000 roubles, 
as they had fallen terribly in debt, to the extent of 1,000,000 roubles. 
The shareholders therefore are in hopes that the Emperor will not allow 
them to be losers by their enterprise. Their ships will be sold for what 
they will fetch, but no more business will be transacted. In the Wash- 
ington treaty it is stipulated that three years are to be allowed for them to 
wind up their affairs and realise their property; but it is believed that no 
Russian subjects will remain in the colony after the expiration of that 
period, as none of them are landed proprietors but only tenants in occu- 
pation of the company’s lands. The cxpense of bringing home the offi- 
cials, clergy, and soldiers, will be heavy, and it is therefore at present 
quite uncertain whether, after paying all these charges out of the sale 
price, there will be any surplus left.

2d., brought for- 
ward from the previous year, making a total of £104,934 178. 4d. A sum 
of £75,000 has been paid in two half-yearly dividends of five per cent. 
each. The shareholders will probably have anticipated from the disastrous 
events of 1866, that the result of the bank’s operations for that year have 
been unsatisfactory. Looking forward to the possibility of continued 
danger, the directors considered it their duty to curtail as much as possible 
their business at all points, and it will be seen from the accounts that this 
policy has been strictly carried out, though at the cost of a very material 
reduction of the usual profits of the bank. In the report of last year it 
was stated that losses of an exceptional character had been incurred at 
Bombay in 1865. Full provision was made for them on closing the 
accounts for the year, in accordance with the report received from the 
brauch, but the amount proved to be insufficient, and this added to losees 
incurred in 1866—thcugh these have been comparatively small—has 
necessitated a heavy sum being withdrawn from the reserve fund, which 
now stands at £145,902 14s. 8d. The directors, however, express the 
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confident opinion that all farther danger having now passed away, a 
prosperous future may be fairly reckoned on, more especially as the pre- 
vious excessive banking competition is much reduced, and the great laxity 
consequent thereon no longer exists. Since the date of the last report, 
Mr. Robertson, the chief manager, has personally inspected every branch 
in India, China, and Japan, and the directors are gratified in beirg able to 
state that the result of his inspection has been perfectly satisfactory. The 
directors retiring on this occasion are Mr. George Garden Nicol and Mr. 
James Murray Robertson, who, being eligible, offer themselves for re-elec- 
tion, and the court recommends them accordingly. The shareholders will 
bave to appoint auditors for the current year. Gro. G. Nicot, Chairman.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tea.—We have still to report a very quiet state of things in our market, 
although perhaps there has been latterly rather more inquiry from the 
trade, but as yet without leading to any large business. Prices, however, 
for all kind have been firmly maintained, importers, in the present position 
of supply and demand, showing less inclination to sell. The deliveries 
continue on the same large scale as before, and the quantity afloat now 
being not more than about one month’s consumption, we look for a better 
tone shortly. Congous: Siftings show no material change, there being a 
moderate demand for them at about previous prices. Broken leaf show 
no alteration. Fair to good common are saleable at from 114d. to 1s. per 
lb. Fair to good flavory kinds have been sold at about former rates. 
Good to fine Kaisows have met with a fair inquiry at fully previous 
prices. Common to fair black-leaf kinds have sold to a fair extent at the 
decline last quoted. Fair to good medium show no great alteration, the 
finer parcels among them, perhaps, being rather more looked after. 
Fine to finest have sold in small parcels at fully former 
prices. In new-make Canton kinds there is no new feature 
to notice. Oolongs remain firm at the recent advance. Souchongs 
have been dull, the demand for them being less active than 
before. Flowery Pekoes remain steady. Scented Capers con- 
timue to command fall prices. Scented Orange Pekoes have been 
rather more in demand at the low prices current, but as yet there is no 
improvement in prices. Green: The demand has been active, and prices 
have ruled exceedingly steady, especially for Moyune; bat all kinds rule 
much above an averege value, and it will be necessary for operators in 
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China to buy with a good margin on current rates to ensure profit, as the 
comparatively favourable results of the buJk of this season’s import are 
likely to stimulate supplies being sent on early; and should such be the 
case, a vgry different range of prices will rule next autumn. Again, the 
increasing and improved manufacture of Japan leaf, though there is yet 
much to be achieved before they equal China grown, but which is capable 
of being cured to attain this end, must tell against high prices, should sup- 
plies again be liberal. In coloured Japan leaf several Jarge parcels have 
come to hand, via Shanghai, from Nagasaki, mostly of Young Hyson 
which, being of desirable quality, have sold at satisfactory rates. In un- 
coloured leaf there has been more offering than for some time past, but 
busineas has been checked in consequence of the extreme prices asked. The 
Public Sales of China Tea which commenced on the 7th comprised 22,995 
packages, of which 16,484 packayes were printed without reserve. The 
sales passed off with fair spirit at fully previous prices. The stock in the 
United Kingdom on the 30th ultimo was estimated at 99,500,000 Ibe., 
against 113,500,000 Ibs. last year, and the quantity afloat as follows :—

Sirq.—We have still a very quiet market in Silk; occasionally a small 
parcel or two is sold, but it might almost be stated that the market has 
been uninterruptedly quiet. At one moment there was an appearance of 
a resumption of business, but the apprehensions of war were too seriously 
entertained to be promptly dismissed. Just now is the period of hatching 
and “education” of the worms for the new crop in Europe, and al- 
though there is no expectation that it can be good—scarcely equal, in- 
deed, to last year, in consequence of the very limited supply of ‘‘ seed ” 
—=still at present all that is going on well. The critical moment is not 
yet reached in the larger districts of production, but there is no general 
apprebension of danger. The reported prices of cocoons are, of course, 
an uncertain element upon which to form an estimate, still they are more 
or less an index of opinion, and they are reported high. In the mean- 
time the deliveries are very small, in a measure, perhaps, in consequence 
of the Easter holidays, but until some better feeling exists they cannot
